The St. la'ger. one of F.nglamPs great turf 
f-hissii-s, which had its l.'tCth running this year, is 
iiutned after a certain Colonel St. L«*ger, wlio llour- 
islwd nlMiut loO years ago at Park Hill, near I>*ni 

• aster. H*' and his friends were thonnighl.v imbued 
with the racing spirit, ami they c«mld not well help 
l••nsidcr^ng there had h«*eu horse racing in the 
iieigidMM'lHNxl prior to ItlCHJ. This is lH*yond ques- 
tl*»u. Th*»se who la*gan so unainhitionsly ha<I little 
idea that in the future half of sporting Englaml 
woidtl Ik* attracted to the Yorkshire town, and tliat 
this nourishing district would he able to have a race 
m*-»*ting conducted hy the corporation. 

The ruling bo<ly of the town of Ihmcaster takes all 
111** pr*)fits of this four days’ raw* uioetiug, and it 
lias tlie effect of making the tax rates low, for the 
ualaiiee of profits is eimrmous. Consider, too, that 

largo proporthm of the towiisiK*ople let their 
i-Mu'ses *»r rooms for the week at a high figure, and 
111*- hotels and sliopkeeiiors have a hig turnover in 
111'- way of takings, and some idea can he formed 
of what racing can do for a community.

and motor carriages from all jiarts, to the camping

* l »lh»wers” liegan to arrive the previous week in 
stMge coaihes, post chaises, and private chariots. 
Tli*-n it was sport and gambling from morning to 
niaht, cock lighting, hunting, freak matches, events 
In the prlzi* ring, and at night iouh*tte, diee. cards. 
«nd every device to cause money to change hands or 

♦ inqlate. I heard some extraordinary stories from 
Hi\ father, niau.v of which doubtless were told to 
liiiii. of the sporting spirit which iiervadcd every- 
thing. But there was a certain picturesqueiiess 
alNMii it that r«*dceuicd it all. 

At various inns and liMlgiiigs gargantuan repasts. 
With enormous libations of !>ort and punch, were 
UMiallv followed by talk about the races of the 
morrow and nianv fancy bets were made. And when 
th(‘v got tin*d tliey would wager alwiit anything, re- 
lapsing later in the evening into gambling for large 
Minis \n aneestor of mine, a Duke of Queenslierr.v. 
‘•(fid Q* ” won in his life $10,000,000 racing and 
gambling. He was a frequent visitor at Doncaster, 
and had one or two sensational wins there. 

(ieorge IV , when prince regent, did a go«l deal 
to *-r.courage tfie “sport of kings,” and with his 
brother, the Duke of Clarence (afterwards William 
IV.) visited Doncaster more than once. He was sur- 
•ounded hy friends. Then they drove to the rac-cs 
ill carriages and teams of in silver harness of 
1 eourso with outriders. The Prince of Wales (after- 
wards George IV.) was as hig a-gamlder as any one, 

r iid would win or lose $2.‘>0,0(K) in a sitting. 

The late King Edward was fond of Doneaster 
and the large house party in the neighborhood would 
accompanv him to the races. The king always drove 
in a carriage with four horses and outriders in plain 
livorv 

There seems a curious fatality In recent years 
about the winner of the Derby taking the St. Leger. 
Sunstar. the Derby hero of this year. brok« down and 
was scratched throe weeks prior to the running of 
the St Ia*ger. The last Derby winner to take the 
St. Leger was Rock Sand, now the property of Mr. 
August Belmont of New Y^ork. This horse wsis one 
of uim* “tripie-crown” henn's — those that u^e taken 
the three great classic races, the Two Thousand 
Guineas, the Derby, and the St. Leger. — Marquis of 
Queeusberry, in Chicago Tribune.

Big Crowd Turns Out — Superstition Wins Stake Race 
and Sager Takes Overnight Handicap. 

Norfolk. Va.. Novemiier 30. — The closing day of 
the Jamestown Jockey Club’s meetiug brought out a 
Imuiper crowd. A splendid program was provided liy 
tin* club. There were two handicaps, one a hurdle 
over tlie two miles’ course and the Charleston Handi- 
cap for all ag(*s at one mile. Tlie f(*atnn* race, the 
Thanksgiving Selling Stakes, at one mile and an 
eighth, hruught a shifty liand of platers to the post, 
all of the seven that were carded starting. Tills 
race i)rov(*d rather easy for old Superstition, which 
led ids opponents from start to finish, and won easily 
from B(*hueoup, The latter showed a g.ioil iK*r 
formnnee and made a determined challenge at the 
fuil*>ng p**st. hut after being unable to head the 
Iea(l**r, (piit. On account ot tlie condition of the 
track, a lilioral price was qiiot(*d against Su!R*rsti- 
tion, ns g*KMl as 7 to 1 lK*ing olitainahle at one 
stage of the speculation. Only two favorites won. 
tlielr suecesses coming with the running of the fifth 
and six til races. In the latter race, Boiind(*r was 
virtually hacked off the boards, going to the post 
at 3 to o. 

The Charleston Handicap went to Barney Schrelb- 
er’s Sager, which scored his fourth victory of the 
meeting. In today’s race he was reserved b(*hiiid the 
pace to the stretch turn, where he moved up on tho 
outside, and at the end drew away at his leisure, 
wimiliig easily by a length and a half. 

The betting in the hurdle race looked snspieioua 
to tin* stewards, Blairk Bridge lR*iiig heavily sup- 
ported and a short price being accepted against liis 
cliaiict's. Black Bridge failed to make go*Rl and 
finished last. Diifliold oiitjuniped and outran his 
company all the way and won by half a dozen 
lengths.
